Paris, Sept. 10.—The delegates of Ru- 


mania ad Jugo Slavia did not sign the 
Austrian treaty today because they are 
awaiting instructions from their gov- 
ernments, says the I-Iavas agency. /I'he 
supreme council, it adds, has given 
them until Saturday to make known 
their definite intention. 


St. Germain, Sept. 10.—Dr. Karl Ren- 
ner, head of the Austrian delegation 
to the peace conference, signed the 
treaty of peace between the allied and 
associated powers and the Austrian Re- 
imblic at 10:15 o'clock this morning. 
When all the delegates present had 
placed themselves at the round table, 
I>r. ; Rentier was introduced 
with the 


same formality that was observed when 
the Germans entered the liali of. Mir- 
rors at Versailles on June 28. Georges 
Clemenceau, president of the peace con- 
ference then rose and opened the ses- 
sion, asking Dr. Renner to afix his sig- 
nature to the treaty and annexes and 
announces that the 
delegates would 


then be called in the order In which 
they were named in the preamble of 
the document. 
Dr. Renner bowed and smiled gra- 


ciously as he aproached the table and 
bowed and smiled again to the delegates 
after signing. 
Frank L. Polk, who succeeded Sec- 
retary of State Robert Lansing as head 
of the United States delegation signed 
after Dr. Renner and was followed by 
Henry White and General Bliss. 


M. Clemenceau entered the room at 


exactly 10 o'clock, being saluted by the 
guard of honor. He took his place at 
the table with Frank L. Polk, on his 
right, and A. J. Balfour, British secre- 
tary of state of foreign affairs on his 
left.

New York, Sept. 10.—Countless thou- 


sands of Americans, flashed with the 
pride of victory, paid tribute here today, 
in what-probably was the city's most 
impressive military spectacle to the na- 
tion's leader in the world war, General 
John J. Pershing, . commander-in-chief 
Of the American expeditionary force, 
and to the far famed First division. 
. The sun-burned Missourian, looking 
as fit as a youthful Indian despite _his 
59 years—the soldier who said to the 
shade of Lafayette at his tomb in Pic 
pus: "Lafayette, 
we are 
here!" arid 
whose army of 1,250,000, the largest 
force of Americans ever to fight on for- 
eign soil, turlied the tide of possible 
allied defeat into victory—today led 
down Fifth avenue 22,000 men of the 
First division in a procession which 
stirred the blood of .every spectator./_. 


Ahead of teh bronzed veterans, most- 


ly "regulars" who had been 
abroad 
nearly two yaers and a quarter, and 
whose fighting was the admiration of 
every poilu and British Tommy, was 
General Pershing's guard of honor, a 
regiment of 3,000 men picked from all 
seven of the American regular army 
divisions in France. 
This unique con- 
tingent, known as "Pershing's Own," 
and composed of two companies from 
each regiment of the division repre- 
sented, the companies in turn being 
formed of one squad from each com- 
pany in the regiment, was a special 
feature of the parade. 
Accompanying General Pershing at 


the head of the division rode Major 
General Edward F. McGlachlin, com- 
manding, and With him two other for- 
mer commanders of the First, Major 
General William L. Sibert, Who took the 
troops to France and Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Robert L. Bullard who took them 
into action and later relinquished com- 
mand to take a higher post. With them 
were a host of other officers, including 
Brigadier General Frank Parker—"of 
Charleston, _S. C., and other command- 
ers some of whom sa.w first active ser- 
vice with the division in France. 


The troops in line represented 47 
states of the union and several of the 
insular 
possessions 
arid among the 
marchers were more than 4,000 "old 
time" doughboys whoee only recorded 
home is the United States army. Trudg- 
ing along under the weight of full com- 
bat, equipment, every pack in place, 
rifles clean and bayonets gleaming in 
the sun, the fighters presented a pic- 
ture of aggressiveness and force. From

street, where the parade started, 


to the Washington arch, where' it dis- 
banded, the throngs along the curbs 
kept up almost tumultuous cheering'. 
"There comes Ihe Sixth iield artil- 
lery!" someone shouted. A few moments 
later this famous organization, Battery 
C of- which on October 23, 1917, fired 
the first shot at the Germans, same 
into sight and was wildly acclaimed.

Columbus, Sept. 10.—Mighty warriers 


of four American wars today joined in 
the victory parade of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, which is holding its 
national encampment here. G. A. R. 
officials said it was the biggest parade 
of civil war veterans in the past deeade. 
Never before haft the "boys of '61" in- 
vited veterans of other wars to march 
with them in their annual parade. In 
the line of marchers were several aged 
Mexican war veterans, riding in auto- 
mobiles. 
Hundreds of civil war veter- 
ans also rode in machines, but thous- 
ands of them marched proudly behind 
their flags and fife and 
drum corps. 
Heroes of the Spanish-American 
and 
European wars, glad of the opportunity 
of doing- homage to the fast dwindling 
ranks of Civil war fighters, paraded be- 
hind the battle flags they carried on 
the fields of Europe. 


The veterans ranged 
from 
mere 
youths who served in France to the 
grizzled veterans, nearly all of whom 
liave passed the allotted • three score 
and ten. 


' In the line, which stretched for miles, 
were the deep blue uniforms of the Mex- 
ican and Civil wars, the lighter blue of 
the Spanish war veterans, the natty 
blue and white of the navy and the fa- 
miliar khaki of the recent war. 
The marchers passed through seeth- 


ing masses of humanity which taxed 
the capacity of the streets. Thousands 
witnessed the procession from buildings 
and autmobiles. Flags were in great 
profusion everywhere. 


Cheers and shouts greeted the boys in 
jlue as they trugged past with stooped 
shoulders and faltering- steps. Enthusi- 
asm ran high as the younger veterans, 
aead erect and eyes snapping, 
passed 
with firm tread.

\ote of the members of the 
league and its self-governing dominions 
and arts of empire combined if any one 
of them is involved in the controversy." 
The remaining amendments, with a 


single exception, may be treated as one, 
for the purpose of all alike is to relieve 
the United States from having represen- 
tatives on the commissions established 
by the league which deal with questions 
in which the United States has and can 
have no interest and which the United 
States has evidently been inserted by de- 
sum. The exception is amendment Xo 
4,i, which provides that the United 
States shall have a member of the rep- 
aration commission but that such com- 
missioner of the United States cannot.

" 'The provision in the league coven- 


ant for withdrawal declares that any 
member mav withdraw, provided it has 
fulfilled all its international obligations 
and all its obligations under the coven- 
ant." '2—The United States declines to as 
siime, under the provisions of Article 
10, or under any other article, any obli- 
gation to preserve the territorial integ- 
rity or political independence of any 
other country or to interfere in con-1 
troversies between other nations, mem- 
bers of the league or not, or to employ 
the military forces of the United States 
in such controversies or to adopt econ- 
omic measures for the protection of any 
other country whether a member of the 
league or not, against external aggros 
sion or for the purpose of coercing any 
other country, or for the purpose ot in- 
tervention in the inifrnal conflicts or 
other controversies which mny arise in 
any other country, and no mandate shnll 
be accepted by (he United States under 
Article 22, part I, of the treaty of 
peace- with Germany, except by action 
of the congress of the United States. 
" 'This reservation is intended to meet 


the most vital objection to the lepraue 
covenant as it stands. Under no circum- 
stances must there be any legal or monil 
obligation upon the United States to en- 
ter into war or 1o send its army and 
navy abroad or without the unfettered 
action of congress to impose economic 
boycotts on other countries. Under (lie 
constitution of the United States, the' 
congress alone has the power to declare 
war and all bills to raise revenue or af- 
fecting the revenue in any way must 
originate in the house of representatives, 
be passed by the senate and receive the

Undaunted by the rain, some of the 


G. A. R. veterans continued to parade. 
Others sought shelter until the worst 
of the storm was over, and then reform- 
ed their lines. 


Soon after the heavy rain was over 
contingents were forming in every side 
street. 
Numerous bodies of veterans

Tokio, Aug. 9.;y-(By Mail)—The sug- 
gestion, that,Japftn^ purchase the Phil- 
lippjrie Islands. ff6rii the United States 
and" the -IJiutch. East Indies from Hol- 
lanof as ji;"mean's of Soh'ihg the problem 
of Japan1:^ eveivgrowihg population is 
made by'a writer" in :the Herald of Asia, 
a eoftsery'ative Jab*inese weekly journal. 
.The*./writer contends Japan is bound to 
exiiand'territorially.: as she is expanding 
in population. Pointing- out that the 
population has more =than doubled in the 
last 50 years, being now over 57,000,000, 
he estimates that at the same rate of in- 
crease the population will in another 50 
years 'have ..reached 114,000,000. 
: It'is'riotStoo much to hope, he argues, 
that "so'me:'day justice and destiny will 
decide that all the islands on this side 
of the Pacifl*; north of the equator, will 
come under the jurisdiction of Japan." 
tie asks the question' whether America 
.ntends to keep oiit Japanese emigrants 
and still hold the Philippines permanent- 
ly. If not, why should she not some 
.day sell them to Japan? 
He adds: 
"Having closed her own doors to the 
Japanese, this would be a gracious act 
on her part and .one that would be but 
naturally expected 
from 
a country 


boasting of so much philahthrophy and 
Christian altruism." 
^As for'the D.utch Bast Indies the ar- 
ticle contends, the" inhabitants are more 
akin to-the Japanese than to Holland 
arid that Japan could administer the 
Islands with-':-greater benefit on the 
whole to .the people and to herself than 
could Holland, which, however, is a 
small country- untroubled with surplus 
-population. 
; It is pointed out also that the Dutch 
Bast Indies form the southern line of 
Japan's defences and that more than 
once the independence of these islands 
has made them a menace to her safety. 


.After remarking that the Japanese 


do not like to settle in cold climates 
like Hokkaido or Siberia, the writer con- 
cludes: "Certainly it would be better to 
let Japan have them than to let them 
pass into other hands, a contingency 
that Japan would not contemplate. 
There was no surprise when America 
purchased the Danish West 
Indies. 


There should be no surprise if Japan 
should purchase the Dutch East Indies. 
Were Japan once in command of the 
Sunda straits she could slacken her 
naval program and, feel at ease both as 
to denfenses and population for all time 
to come."

BONES OF WISE MEN 


IU 


Cologne, Aug; IS.—(By Mail.)—A Brit- 


ish army chaplain celebrated mass re- 
cently in' the great Cologne cathedral at 
the altar of the relics of "the Magi, the 
skulls of the three wise men who-came 
from the East to visit the newly-born 
Saviour at Bethlehem. A number of 
American officers 
and men 
from the 


Coblenz area att-.nded the services, and 
were permitted to view-the relics. 
Tradition says that the Empress He- 


lend procured the bones, arid took them 
to Constantinople, whence they were re- 
moved to Milan. In 1164 they ' were 
presented by Frederick Barba'rossa to 
Archbishop Reinald voh Dassel who 
bought them to Cologne. At first they 
were kept .in .the Chapel of the Magi, 
the' central chapel of the seven flanking 
the choir, but since the' war they have 
been put away in the cathedral treas- 
ury, near the organ. 
. 
: The bones are kept in a 
golden 


reliquary, a costly 
specimen of 
Ro- 
manesque craftsmanship in the form 
of a basilica, said to have been made 
about 1200 A. D. In the Cologne coat- 
of-arms three crowns are represented, 
the ownership of the Magi relics having 
suggested the design.

or pin the braids about the head, as 
this is the surest way to split and thin 
your hair. 


Before airing- the hair,. part it through 
the center, from the forehead to the nape 
of the neck in order that the air. arid 
sun may circulate where it so seldom 
has a chance to reach. Then take a 
brush and divide the hair into small 


I strands, brushing each strand separate- 
I ly and drawing the brush in long even 
j strokes from-the part to the ends. 
The instant that- you detect a sour 


odor about your hair it' must be washed 
at once. This may mean that weekly 
shampoo will be needed but under rib 
circumstances should it be allowed to 
remain in that condition. If there is a 
tendency to lifeliness it is far better to 
shampoo the hair once a week than to 
wait longer and invite thinness. 
This 
mixture is recommended' for oily hair: 
-Scrape a cake of castile soap and put 
it into a granite saucepan with a pint of 
boiling water. Then allow , the pan to 
stand where it will keep warm until the 
soap has dissolved. Now add one ounce 
of alcohol, and shake until thoroughly 
mixed.

The hair should be washed thorough- 


ly in warm water twice and then rinsed. 
in luke warm water until the so'ap is. 
gone. Now rince first in warm water 
and then in cold. Shake well and dry 
by rubbing the hair with towels and al- 
low the: sunlight to strike the hair for 
20 -to- -25 minutes.

How do you like to give up one-half i 


of one-cent every day for the support j 
and sustenance of a measly brown rat? \ 


In substance this is exactly what you 


are doing", according to figures compiled 
by the United States public health ser- 
vice, following a careful study in cities 
Where the service has made a survey. 


There is one rat, at least, for every 


person in the United States. This esti- 
mate is considered conservative, but co- 
incides with that for .Great Britain and 
Ireland 
and also with authoritative 


figures for Denmark., France and Ger- 
many. The annual tin-keep per rodent 
\vas computed by the same authorities 
as SI.SO in Great Britain. Si.20 in Den- 
mark, and $1.00 in France. The depre- 
dations-in this country will vary prob- 
ably exceed the estimate ior Great Brit-! 
ain. One-half a cent a day is considered! 
conservative, but even on this compu- \ 
tation it costs the United States -?1SO,-1 
000,000 a year to support its rat popu- j 


lation. (This does not include micel. 


It. is because of this terrnic economic 


loss and the additional fact that rats 
are a constant menace to the public 
health, that the public health service 
has issued a warning to the country to 
take the necessary measures, to destroy 
them. 
In a new bulletin. "The Rat." 


very convincing arguments are advanc- 
ed as to why and how the rodent should 
be destroyed. 


There are just three kinds of rats in 


this country included in the survey: the 
"Xorway." or brown rat: the black rat 
and •'Alexandrian" rat. The "Norway" 
rat. larger, more ferocious and antagon- 
istic than the other two. has pretty gen- 
erally killed them off and today the 
black rat and "Alexandrian" ruts are sel- 
dom found except in seaports. 


Xot so the brown, or "Norway" rat. 


Since he discovered America he has lit- 
erally blazed a trail across the continent 
and taken possession of it as he went 


: along. Today it is conservatively esti- 
j mated there is at least one rat for every 
: dweller in the cities and that on the 
i farm there is at least three rats for 
i every person on the estate.

None of these rats are native to the 
j 


! United States. The black rat, .which is 
I now regarded as a visitor to our sea- 
; ports, came to America long before the 
: "Norway" rat, probably in the sixteenth 
; century. 
He thrived until about the 


i time of the American revolution when I 
j the "Norway" rat was first observed. 
i The latter's arrival was generally follow-1 
\ ed by the disappearance of the black 
! rat. which is about the only good the 
i "Norway" rat ever accomplished. 
The 
: black rat generally is considered more 
1 dangerous to the public health since it 
inhabits dwellings more often than its 
brown brother and comes in closer con-, 


, tact with man. 
,

This .does not mean, however, that the 


j brown, or "Norway" rat is not danger-' 
' ous. His destruction has been necessary 
i before plague could be controlled in the 
i few instances of its outbreak in Amer- 


• ica. Also, he J.s very probably respon- 
: sible for the greatest amount of destruc- 
. tion.

By preference he is a burrower and 


usually lives in excavations, generally i 
from one-half to a foot in depth. He is 
too cunning and resourceful to limit t 
himself to this rnontony of existence.'

found in very few animals he adapts' 


himself t oalmost any condition, or sit- 
uation in life. "\Vhen living- in swampy 
regions he very quickly' become semi- 
aquatic and can swim long distances. He 
can climb ropes, or trees. 


The "Norway" rat will eat anvthmg, 


while the black rat is more select aYid 
prefers grain, or clean food. Because 
the rat is nocturnal.in its habits its dep- 
redations

noticed. 


There are some very well authenticat- 


ed instances which give a good insight 
into the cost of their tip-keep. 
In a 


ship reaching an American port from 
Brazil with 40,000 bags, of coffee it was 
found that 30.000 bags had been so badly 
damaged as to require . resacking. 
The 


cost of this in material and labor was 
5:2000, exclusive of the loss of coffee and 
the damage adjustment with the ship- 
pers. The number of rats on this ship 
was ascertained to be.-about 200. 


On a certain Iowa farm rats in one 


winter destroyed 500 bushels of corn, or 
one-fourth of the farmer's entire crop. 
Another farmer lost an entire summer's 
hatching of chickens, and still another 
farmer in this section estimated his loss 
in grain and poultry duo. to rats as suf- 
ficient to pay his taxes for three years. 


Many measures are suggested for de- 


stroying the rat. but the public health 
service advocates one primarily as most 
effective. 
It is rat-proofing the build- 


ings so that rats cannot get,'in to get 
food, thereby -starving -'the.rri to death.
